For  sevGre.1  yoars  tYie  Forost  Service,  vrith.  the  cooperation  of 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  has  heen  collecting  stumpage  and  log  prices 
for  use  in  studying  the  trend  of  values  in  the  several  timber-producing 
regions.  The  inforr;iation  so  obtained  has  been  published  on  an  annual 
basis,  since  1929,  in  a series  of  statistical  buhletins.  The  latest 
published  buJLlctin  gives  the  data  for  1939.  (Statistical  Bulletin 
Ho,  75  of  the  U.  S.  Denartment  of  Agriculture.) 

To  conpl^r  promptly  with  requests  for  such  information,  the 
following  tables  of  average  1940  stumpage  and  log  prices  for  Illinois, 
Indiana,  Kent uck;^^,  Missouri,  Ohio,  Tennesoe,  and  West  Virginia  have  been 
prepared.  They  give  average  prices  as  indicated  by  reports  received 
to  date  from  operating  concerns  and  follow  the  statistical  set-up  in 
the  printed  bulletins.  The  data  are  preliminary' and  are  subject  to 
correction  as  additional  reports  may  bo  received.
